TRAFFIC SAFETY LEGISLATION REPORT

Weekly Fatality Report — Monday, November 10, 2008

Ms. Andrea Loeffelholz stated there were 144 fewer fatalities than last year at thistime.
Bicycle fatalities are also down one from last year. Motorcycle fatalities, however, are
almost doubled from last year.

Wisconsin Department Of Transportation - Drivers and Vehicles
Thisincluded statistics of fatalities by county as of November 10, 2008. Waukesha
County reported 20 in year-to-date statistics for the quarter.

These guidelines have been established to
provide emergency incident responders within the State of Wisconsin with a
uniform approach to emergency traffic control and scene management. This
isto provide the safest possible work environment for al Wisconsin incident
responders, while minimizing the risk for secondary crashes.

HIGH CRASH LOCATIONS/ FATALS

» Chairman Larry LaFavor reported that the Waukesha Sheriff’ s Department had one
fatality, asfollows:

@ Dateof Accident: 11-12-08

Location: 1-94 west of Moorland Road

Thisfatal accident involved two semi tractor/trailers and one personal
vehicle. The semi tractor/trailer had lost control, slid across all lanes of
traffic, and flipped on to its driver’s side. A portion of the passenger
compartment was crushed on to the concrete shoulder barrier, which caused
fatal injuriesto the 34-year-old male driverof the semi tractor/trailer . A large
guantity of atar-like asphalt sealant used in road construction was spilled on
the roadway, causing damage to numerous vehicles secondary to the collision.

» Onefatality from the City of Pewaukee, as follows:
@ Dateof Accident: 11-02-08

Location: Pewaukee Road at River Park Court
A 58-year-old male lost control of his motorcycle, which possibly collided
with adeer. The male driver was pronounced dead at the scene.

» Onefatality from the City of Brookfield, as follows:
@ Dateof Accident: 08-01-08

Location: Capitol Drive at Mountain Drive

A male driver was westbound on Capitol Drive in an Oldsmobile minivan
when a51-year-old male driver of a Jeep sport utility vehicle traveled from a
restaurant parking lot onto Capitol Drive and was struck on the driver's side.
The driver of the Jegp was pronounced dead at the scene. Other passengers
were taken by ambulance to Froedtert Hospital. The driver of the minivan had
to be extricated, and he was taken by helicopter to Froedtert.
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HIGH CRASH LOCATIONS/FATALS CONTINUED

» Onefatality from the City of Waukesha, as follows:

@ Dateof Accident: 08-07-08
Location: Madison Street at Saint Paul Avenue
A dump truck was heading east on Saint Paul Avenue when afemale
operator ran ared light and was struck. She died at the scene.
